Fire  Prevention  Week 

Area  Towns  Focus  on  Fire  Safety 


The  week  of  October  3  through  October  9  was 
designated  "Fire  Prevention  Week"  by  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association  (NFPA),  and  Fire  Department 
personnel  in  Mattapoisett,  Marion  and  Rochester  were  all 
busilv  involved  with  various  programs  to  better  educate 
both  young  and  old  citizens  alike.

It  can  cause  kidney  failure  if  the  dog  is 
not  treated  within  4-6  hours  after  drinking 
this  poison.  If  you  see  your  dog  or  cat  drink- 
ing antifreeze,  take  him  to  your  veterinarian 
immediately.

"We  know  of  the  munitions  operations  of  Sippican 
Corporation  because  we  own  10.5  acres  of  Limited  Industry  land  which 
abuts  the  property  where  Sippican  Corporation  has  built  a  Munitions 
Plant,"  Ms.  Brainard  read  from  a  prepared  statement.  "When  you  come 
to  the  closed  gate  and  see  the  buildings,  signs,  and  fence,  you  are  struck

the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  type  of  quantities  and  chemicals  to  be 
stored  on  the  site.  This  permit,  according  to  Ms.  Brainard,  also  references 
a  Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  permit  which  was  granted  to  Sippican, 
Inc.  (No.  527  RB),  which  was  not  on  file  at  the  Marion  Town  House,  the 
Fire  Department,  or  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  office. 

The  couple  had  also  made  previous  attempts  to  contact 
various  town  officials  with  these  concerns  and  received  little  assistance. 
They  allege  that  Sippican,  Inc.  is  in  violation  of  the  town's  Zoning  and 
Water  Supply  Protection  District  Control  By-Laws,  and  they  feel 
something  should  be  done.  "Having  failed  with  Sippican,  we  contacted 
the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,"  Ms.  Brainard  said.  "He  advised  us 
to  send  a  letter  to  the  board  which  we  did  on  May  1, 1999.  He  then 
informed  us  that  the  matter  had  been  passed  to  the  Selectmen's  office  for 
their  review  and  action.  We  have  never  heard  from  that  office."

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...  (and)  were  advised  to  file  the  standard  form  for  a  hearing,  which  we 
did  on  May  1, 1999,"  she  said.  "We  received  a  letter  from  the  (ZBA) 
Chairman  on  May  11, 1999  which  stated  that  the  Town  Counsel,  Thomas 
P.  Crotty,  said  'His  opinion  is  that  your  request  is  procedurally  improper. 
Therefore  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  will  take  no  further  action  on 
this  application.'" 

In  summary,  Mr.  and  Ms.  Brainard  requested  that  the  Fire 
Department  be  notified  not  to  issue  any  more  licenses  to  Sippican,  Inc. 
until  the  entire  matter  can  be  brought  to  the  public  for  debate.  They  also 
recommended  the  revoking  of  the  company's  Water  Protection  District 
permit  since  the  town  and  residents  were  not  made  aware  of  the 
dangerous  chemicals  used  in  the  munitions  process  and  storage;  and  the 
Site  Plan  approval  should  be  revoked  for  the  same  reason. 

"We  believe  that  the  residents  of  Marion  want  a  'Munitions 
Free'  town,"  Ms.  Brainard  said.  "They  must  be  involved  if  you  want  to 
make  such  important  policy  decisions  as  you  have  done  which  will 
effect  their  health  and  safety." 

Attorney  Richard  Schaefer  was  present  on  behalf  of  Sippican, 
Inc.,  and  would  only  state  that  the  company's  current  permits  are  all  in 
compliance  with  local,  state,  and  federal  regulations.  "The  Fire 
Department  has  been  there  on  more  than  one  occasion  and  has  had 
complete  access  to  the  facility,"  Mr.  Schaefer  said. 

Selectman  Winters  said  there  are  basically  four  key  issues  with 
which  the  Brainards  take  issue  —  the  suggestion  that  Sippican,  Inc.  has 
withheld  information  from  the  town  and  residents;  the  allegation  that 
Sippican,  Inc.  did  not  provide  adequate  notice  to  abutters;  the 
suggestion  that  there  is  no  Department  of  Defense  permit  on  file  for  the 
company;  and  the  claim  that  Sippican,  Inc.  is  in  violation  of  town  by- 
laws and  could  potentially  pollute  the  municipal  water  supply. 

"At  this  point,  we  don't  know  that  there's  been  a  violation  of

any  by-laws  or  procedures  in  town,"  Selectman  Winters  said.  "And  I'm 
not  prepared  to  take  action  based  on  allegations.  Having  dealt  with  the 
people  from  Sippican,  Inc.,  I  can  attest  that  this  is  a  reputable,  decent 
company.  There  is  a  history  here  that  we're  dealing  with  ethical,  highly 
moral  people." 

Selectman  Dickerson  agreed:  "I  feel  we  need  to  talk  to  the 
Planning  Board,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  Sippican,  Inc.,  and 
everyone  involved." 

The  board  agreed  to  take  this  matter  under  advisement  and 
made  a  commitment  to  get  back  to  Mr.  and  Ms.  Brainard  in  short  order. 
Attorney  Schaefer  recommended  that  some  of  the  key  issues  which  were 
raised  by  the  Brainards  also  be  addressed  to  Town  Counsel  for  his  input. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the  board,  they 
unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at  7:46  pm.

Slow-moving  targets  (and  I  do  mean 
slow- moving)  like  Random  Hearts  are  almost 
too  easy.  C'mon,  give  it  a  break:  It's  about 
pain  and  loss,  it  tries  to  be  a  movie  for 
grown-ups.  it...  it ...  No,  I  can't  do  it.  It's  a 
big  unnecessary  rectangle  in  the  dark,  that's 
what  it  is.  and  it  takes  up  entirely  too  much 
of  our  time.  God  help  anyone  who  wanders 
into  Random  Hearts  expecting  a  few  laughs 
and  a  few  tears:  It's  stubbornly  unmoving 
(in  all  respects),  and  if  it  isn't  art  or 
entertainment,  what  is  it? 

What  it's  not  is  plausible  drama.  The 
premise  is  that  the  wife  of  our  hero,  Internal 
Affairs  cop  Dutch  Van  Den  Broeck  (Harrison 
Ford),  and  the  husband  of  our  heroine, 
politician  Kay  Chandler  (Kristin  Scott 
Thomas),  were  carrying  on  an  affair.  The 
cheating  spouses  were  seated  together  on  a 
plane  that  went  down  en  route  to  Miami.  So 
Dutch  and  Kay  are  drawn  together  by  their 
mutual  loss  and  feelings  of  betrayal;  she 
wants  to  put  the  whole  sad  thing  behind  her 
and  focus  on  her  Congressional  race,  while 
he  wants  to  dig  around  and  figure  out  why 
his  wife  was  so  inconsiderate  as  to  cheat  on 
him  and  then  die  before  he  could  bust  her 
for  it.  At  least  I  think  that's  what  his  crusade 
is  about. 

At  some  point  during  the  crucifyingly 
dull  proceedings— I  guess  it  was  during  the 
extremely  odd  and  passionless  sex  scene 
between  Dutch  and  Kay  in  a  parked  car  — 
I  began  to  amuse  myself  by  thinking  of 
Random  Hearts  as  a  somber  mainstream 
version  of  David  Cronenberg's  Crash.  Some 
of  the  themes  are  similar:  Dutch  and  Kay 
share  grief  and  sadness  that  nobody  else 
understands,  like  the  car-crash  cultists  in 
the  Cronenberg  film.  Problem  is,  Crashwas 
intentionally  cold  and  unro  man  tic,  whereas 
this  movie  is  supposed  to  be  about  how 
these  two  broken  people  warm  to  one 
another  and  put  each  other  back  together. 
And  it  doesn't  work. 

Who  ever  told  Harrison  Ford  he  was  a 
romantic  leading  man?  Women  may  find 
him  sexy  in  a  retro,  manly,  cowboy-carpenter 
kind  of  way,  but  he  lacks  the  mischievous 


spark  of  a  Mel  Gibson  or  the  self-deprecating 
boyishness  Kevin  Costner  used  to  allow 
himself  to  show.  Kay  seems  to  fall  for  him 
because  he's  as  glum  and  colorless  as  she 
is,  and  poor  Kristin  ScottThomas,  after  this 
movie  and  The  Horse  Whisperer,  is  well  on 
her  way  to  becoming  Hollywood's  resident 
cold  fish  who  needs  a  real  man  to  loosen  her 
up.  Put  this  woman  in  a  comedy  before  it's 
too  late. 

The  movie,  directed  at  a  crawl  by  Sydney 
Pollack  (as  if  trying  to  duplicate  the  deadly 
pacing  of  his  climactic  scene  with  Tom 
Cruise  in  Eyes  Wide  Shut),  throws  in  a  half 
dozen  needless  complications,  not  the  least 
of  which  is  a  corrupt-cop  subplot — what  is 
this,  The  Devil's  Own  2?  —  that  could've 
shortened  the  film  by  a  good  half  hour  if 
taken  out.  Kay  worries  about  the  impact  the 
affair  —  both  her  husband's  and  the  one 
she's  having  with  Dutch  —  might  have  on 
her  campaign,  while  Dutch  can't  let  go  of 
the  idea  that  his  wife  lied  to  him.  Every  so 
often  they  sit  around  together  and 
occasionally  manifest  strange  little  things 
on  their  faces  —  could  those  actually  be 
smiles?  In  a  movie  as  morose  as  this?  Or 
maybe  it's  just  gas.  (Ford's  performance 
here  makes  his  burned-out  cop  in  Blade 
Runner  look  like  Ed  Grimley.) 

One  neat  way  to  do  Random  Hearts 
might  have  been  as  a  dark  comedy.  Why  not 
have  Kay's  husband  be  a  worthless  wimp 
dragging  her  campaign  down,  or  why  not 
make  Dutch's  wife  a  sharp-tongued  bitch? 
Then  they  could  actually  be  relieved  that 
their  cheating  spouses  went  down  in  flames, 
so  that  they  could  get  together  and  have 
some  fun.  But  fun  is  alien  to  this  movie,  and 
wedon'teven  notice  much  affection  between 
the  respective  couples  when  the  cheating 
spouses  are  still  alive.  So  we  don't  feel 
anything  has  been  lost,  except  maybe  131 
minutes  of  our  lives.
